As  children  in  grade  school 
there  were  several  methods  em- 
ployed by  our  teachers  to  keep 
order  in  the  classroom.  One  of 
these  was  that  each  student  was 
to  raise  his  hand  for  permission 
before  using  the  pencil  sharpen- 
er.

In  high  school  we  were  expect- 
ed to  be  more  mature — no  longer 
were  we  required  to  raise  our 
hands  but  to  simply  take  care  of 
all  pencil  sharpening  before  class 
commenced.

Concert  Band’s  Director 
Began  Career  at  Five 


“In  order  to  while  away  some 
of  the  empty  hours  on  our  farm, 
in  Canada,  our  parents  taught 
each  of  us  four  childen  to  play 
an  instrument  and  we  soon  had 
our  own  family  orchestra,”  said 
Prof.  Ralph  G.  Laycock. 

His  parents  started  him  out  on 
the  clarinet  when  he  was  five 
ears  old  to  keep  him  away  from 
his  brother's  violin.  A year  later 
they  were  playing  for  the  public 
with  their  mother  as  accompan- 
ist. 

PROFESSOR  LAYCOCK,  who 
has  been  director  of  the  Concert 
Band  since  1953,  will  direct  them 
in  their  annual  fail  concert  Wed- 
nesday at  8:15  p.m.  in  the  Joseph 
Smith  Auditorium. 

He  and  his  wife,  the  former 
Lucy  Tanner,  have  five  daugh- 
ters. “They  are  all  musically  in- 
clined,” he  said.  “They  keep  three 
pianos  going  all  the  time.” 

He  did  undergraduate -and  one 
year  of  graduate  work  at  BYU 
before  entering  the  Juliard 
School  of  Music,  in  New  York 
City,  where  he  received  his  mas- 
ter’s degree  in  orchestral  conduc- 
ting. 

In  the  five  year  period  from 
1956  to  1961  he  was  the  only 
candidate  accepted  into  the  Doc- 
tor of  Musical  Arts  program  at 
the  University  of  Southern  Cali- 
fornia, where  he  studied  from 
1961  to  1962. 

Under  his  direction  the  Con- 
cert Band  played^or  the  national 
convention  of  the  Music  Educa- 
tors National  Conference  in  1958 
at  Los  Angeles.  Critics  through- 
out Utah -and  others  who  attend- 
ed the  concert  claimed  that  the

Lynn  Nichols,  “Nick,”  is  a 19- 
year-lod  freshman  from  Buffalo, 
New  York.  Although  a double 
amputee,  he  still  manages  to 
keep  his  intense  faith  and  desire 
for  knowledge  above  aU. 

AT  AN  EARLY  AGE  Lynn  be- 
came interested  in  radio  and  tel- 
evision. When  he  was  15  he  was 
erecting  a large  antenna  when  a 
gust  of  wind  came  along  and  tip- 
ped over  the  antenna  knocking 
it  against  a high  voltage  line.  The 
electric  shock  knocked  him  un- 
conscious. He  lay  hanging  to  the 
piece  of  metal  for  nearly  10  min- 
utes before  help  came.  He  suffer- 
ed severe  3rd  degree  burns;  in 
order  to  save  his  life,  it  became 
necessary  to  amputate  both  arms 
at  the  shoulder. 

Approximately  one  year  later 
Lynn  received  his  mechanical 
arms.  He  then  started  the  long 
tedious  task  of  learning  to  use 
these  arms;  at  first  with  a few 
items,  and  then  gradually  in- 
creasing his  ability.  Lynn  stated 
that  he  never  felt  that  all  was 
lost  as  far  as  his  life  was  con- 
cerned, but  that  he  was  lucky  to 
be  alive, 

Lynn  worked  for  himself  for 
about  a year  doing  radio  and  TV 
repairs  and  managing  an  ama- 
teur radio  station.  All  his  life  he 
was  an  active  member  in  the 
Lutheran  Church,  however,  he 
became  dissatisfied  with  this 
church  because  he  felt  that  the 
doctrines  had  no  solidarity  or 
depth.  He  decided  that  there
